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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added language "only a monolithic bearing member positioned between the femoral component and the 
tibial component" (e.g., proposed claim 1 , lines 7-8) raises the question as to whether the proposed claims are supported by the original 
disclosure, because the Applicant's bar (72), for example, also appears to be positioned between the femoral component and the tibial 
component. Moreover, because "having" (proposed claim 1 , line 5) is open-ended or inclusive (MPEP 21 1 1 .03), the tibial component 
could include elements other than the monolithic tibial tray, so it is not seen how the aforementioned added language distinguishes over 
references like Moulin and Simpson. The examiner acknowledges the Applicant's request for a phone call; an interview was already 
granted on April 4, 2006, and the closeness of the prior art relative to the proposed claims (some of which are broader than claim 1 in 
certain respects) would create too much of a burden on the examiner, however. Therefore, the examiner cannot grant another interview 
after the final Office action (MPEP 713.09). 
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
